Group 5, claim(s) 30, in part, drawn to a method for treating or preventing obesity comprising 
administering an agonist or an antagonist of MAP3K1 1 . 

Group 6, claim(s) 30, in part, drawn to a method for treating or preventing obesity comprising 
administering an antisense or a RNAi of MAP3K1 1. 

Group 7, claim(s) 30, in part, drawn to a method for treating or preventing obesity comprising 
administering an antibody or a fragment or derivative there of specific to a MAP3K1 1 
polypeptide.

2. The inventions listed as Groups 1-8 do not relate to a single general inventive concept
